MEMORIZATION 

The  Principal  shall  submit  to  the  High  Schopl  Entrance  Board  through 
the  Inspector  a  statement  certifying  that  each  candidate  has  memorized  at 
least  two  hundred  lines  selected  from  Life  and  Literature,  Book  II,  or  from  the 
Canadian  Catholic  Corona  Readers,  Book  IV,  in  the  case  of  schools  using  that 
reader.  Passages  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Principal,  or  by  the  pupils  with  the 
Principal’s  approval,  and  may  include  both  prose  and  verse.  Memory  work 
will  not  be  tested  by  the  High  School  Entrance  Examination  in  1943,  but  each 
Inspector  shall  satisfy  himself  that  memorization  receives  adequate  attention.

Note  1. — Although  memorization  of  suitable  passages  is  not  included  for 
examination  purposes,  it  is  still  part  of  the  course  of  study. 

Note  2. — Each  pupil  is  required  to  read  during  the  year  at  least  four 
books  of  supplementary  reading,  of  which  two  shall  be  non-fiction  and  one, 
poetry  or  the  drama. 

Two  papers  will  be  set:  (1)  English  Composition;  (2)  English  Literature. 

LATIN 

A  Book  of  Latin  Prose  Selections  (Macmillan  Co.),  Part  III;  A  Book  of 
Latin  Poetry  (Macmillan  Co.),  Part  III,  omitting  lines  2205-2307. 

Two  papers  will  be  set:  (1)  Latin  Composition  and  Caesar;  (2)  prescribed 
Authors  (other  than  Caesar),  and  sight  translation. 

Note. — The  continuous  passages  of  English  for  translation  into  Latin  will 
be  similar  to  Caesar. 


GREEK
